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Hospital land sale 
to fund new projects

Epsom Hospital could have land sold- 
off to developers, in a move heavily 
criticised by campaigners who de¬ 
scribed it as “worse than selling the 
family silver”. 

In a board agreement on Friday 
April 13, it was decided that some of 
the land at Epsom was “surplus to re¬ 
quirements”. 

“With a population which is antici¬ 
pated to grow significantly over the 
next decade and this winter’s crisis 
in the NHS our local acute hospitals 
certainly do not appear to have an 
excess of capacity,” said Keep Our 
St Helier Hospital (KOSHH) who 
also campaign about Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal. 

A few of the designated buildings 
are already empty and could poten¬ 
tially help raise the £100m of capital 
needed for improvements. 

Some of this is made of money 
the Epsom & St Helier NHS Trust al¬ 
ready has, and an extra £24m is new 
money from the government. 

Daniel Elkeles, chief executive 


of Epsom and St Helier Hospitals 
Trust, said: “We have had decades 
of underinvestment in our buildings 
and we have one of the largest infra¬ 
structure backlogs in the NHS. 

“We have still got steam power, 
the drains don’t work, the windows 
don’t open, the roof leaks; we’ve got 
two big initiatives underway to sort 
it out. ” 

The work planned for Epsom Hos¬ 
pital includes: 

• £2 million on replacing windows 

• New outpatient facility in Woodcote 
Wing 

• A new power plant in the basement 
to get rid of the old boilers 

• £2 million on the Langley Wing for 
a new ward 

• Building a link corridor between 
Langley Wing and Wells Wing 

• Installing energy-efficient LED 
lighting 

• A new car park 

Mr Elkeles said he’s always been 
transparent he can’t promise to keep 
all services at Epsom and St Helier 
open past 2020, and champions the 
development of a new £400,000 mil¬ 
lion facility 

Dave Ash, a KOSHH campaigner 
said: “The move to sell off all this 
land is actually part of the plan to 


move to private health insurance so I 
think this this needs to be fought and 
it needs to be fought hard because 
lives are at risk.” 

Mr Elkeles added: “I can’t conceive 
how you would link this to privatisa¬ 
tion of the NHS. This is about rais¬ 
ing money for hospitals, that’s not 
privatisation.” 

One of the designated ‘surplus’ 
buildings is York House, another is 
an accommodation block which has 
been condemned as unfit for purpose 
(“a concrete pebbled-dashed mon¬ 
strosity” said Mr Elkeles). 

Also marked surplus is an old 
ward, the boiler room which will 
be redundant with a new basement 


generator, and a residential block 
which is a third occupied - allegedly 
because it’s so unpleasant. 

According to Mr Elkeles, the sales 
will “probably” go ahead around 
March next year, “which is good as 
some of the buildings still have peo¬ 
ple living in them and we’ll need to 
relocate them”. 

Local landlords are planned to pro¬ 
vide alternative “university-style” 
accommodation for hospital work¬ 
ers. “Everyone will still be able to 
walk to work,” he said. 

KOSHH are holding a public 
meeting on Thursday, April 19, at 
8pm at The Thomas Wall Centre in 
Sutton.

Land next to Epsom 
Cemetery could now be 
subject to a compulsory 
purchase order, after 
the council approved the 
measure in principle.

The landowner wants 
the land valued as a 
commercial graveyard, 
but the council expected 
the land to have an “open 
market value”. 

A council spokesman 
described the extension 
as “necessary”, as the 
cemetery is approaching 
capacity. 

Current discussions have 
been ongoing for more 
than a year.

A dad whose daughter has 
a traumatic brain injury is 
running the London Mara¬ 
thon this Sunday in aid of 
The Children’s Trust.

Richard said: “I am run¬ 
ning this year’s London 
Marathon as a personal 
thank you to the doctors, 
nurses and therapists at 
The Children’s Trust. The 
support they have given 
our family, along with 
Connie’s bravery and de¬ 
termination, is what will 
keep me going on the

big day. 

“Connie has come a 
long way and still faces 
challenges with her ‘hid¬ 
den disability’ so still has 
a long way to go. We are 
so proud of everything 
she has achieved and I 
can’t wait to see her with 
my family and friends 
cheering on from the 
side-lines on Sunday.” 

Connie, now nine, 
stayed at The Children’s 
Trust in 2016 following a 
traumatic brain injury. 

She had tried to leap 
frog over a traffic bollard 
which then collapsed, 
leaving her with a frac¬ 
tured skull and swelling 
on the brain. 

Connie had to undergo 
emergency neurosurgery 
and was given a 50 per 
cent chance of survival. 

Dubbed a walking mir¬ 
acle by her surgeon, after 


several months in hos¬ 
pital she was moved to 
The Children’s Trust 
for intensive rehabili¬ 
tation. 

While Connie was at 
The Children’s Trust 
she followed a tailored 
therapy programme to 
help her regain some 
of the skills she lost as 
a result of her brain 
injury. These included 
play therapy, occu¬ 
pational therapy and 
speech and language 
therapy. 

With support, Connie 
is now back at school 
and has been asked to 
be part of this year’s 
cross country team.

A dedicated advice line for pregnant 
women and mums who have recently 
given birth officially launched this week. 
The Surrey Heartlands Pregnancy Advice 
Line is staffed by midwives and offers 
clinical support around the clock. 

It supports women under the care of 
Epsom and St Helier hospitals, Royal 
Surrey County Hospital and Ashford and 
St Peter’s Hospitals during pregnancy, 
labour and following the birth of their 
baby. 

Epsom and St Helier’s director of 
midwifery and gynaecology nursing, 
Marion Louki, said: “This is just one 
of many improvements that we will be 
continuing to make to the maternity care 
that we provide at our Trust, ensuring 
that we maintain our provision of 
outstanding care to our mothers and 
babies.” 

The advice line will: 

•Triage calls, assess any risks and 
signpost women to the most appropriate 
place for help, providing easier access for 
all women to the right maternity care 
•Give women access to clinical advice 
from qualified midwives, 24-hours a day, 
seven days a week 

•Enhance links with emergency services 
when required for pregnancy-related 
health issues 

•Connect women with midwives who have 
up-to-date information on the capacity 
of each maternity unit, enabling the 
midwives to direct pregnant women to

• Enable health professionals to 

get fast access to a midwife for advice or 
triage.

A crackdown on anti-social 
behaviour has been voted 
through by Epsom and Ewell 
borough councillors. 

They approved three prin¬ 
ciples to increase the coun¬ 
cil’s role in tackling nuisance: 
better co-ordination between 
council teams, more contact 
with other organisations like 
Surrey Police and the Home 
Office, and more enforcement 
action, especially targeting 
persistent offenders. 

Councillor Eber Kington, 
chairman of the Strategy and 
Resources Committee, which 
voted on the measures, said: 
“We understand the frustra¬ 
tion and upset that can be 
caused by nuisance and anti¬ 
social behaviour and we are 
determined to confront those 
that are having a detrimental 
effect on the quality of life 
for residents, businesses and

visitors in the town. 

“These are important is¬ 
sues for local people and by 
tackling them, we also aim to 
see the reduction of more se¬ 
rious crime.” 

Although the borough is 
one of the safest in the coun¬ 
try, the council believes there 
is scope to do more to curb 
anti-social behaviour. 

The law gives anti-social be¬ 
haviour the vague definition 
of: “Acting in a manner that 


caused or was likely to cause 
harassment, alarm or distress 
to one or more persons not of 
the same household as (the de¬ 
fendant)”. 

Council officers highlight¬ 
ed in a report increases in 
noise complaints and con¬ 
cerns about fly tipping. 

Cllr Kington also issued a 
reminder to residents that 
they can help deal with anti¬ 
social behaviour by reporting 
it to the council.

Suffragist honoured with statue 


The first-ever statue of a woman in 
Parliament Square is being unveiled next 
Tuesday. 

Millicent Fawcett, suffragist and human 
rights campaigner, has been captured 
forever in a sculpture by artist Gillian 
Wearing OBE. 

The campaigner is envisioned holding a 
sign that reads: “courage calls to courage 
everywhere”, from her speech following 
the death of Emily Davison at The Epsom 
Derby in 1913. 

As a suffragist, not a suffragette, Fawcett 
was against law-breaking, fearing it 
would alienate politicians, focusing 
instead on debate and campaigning. 

Her work helped lead to the 
Representation Of The People Act in 


1918, which allowed some women to vote 
for the first time. 

Other campaigns Millicent supported 
were the criminalising of incest and 
cruelty to children within the family and 
repeal of the Contagious Diseases Acts, 
which punished prostitutes who passed 
infections to clients. 

You can attend for free, on Tuesday, April 
24, from 10.45am. 

London Assembly said: “We’re proud to 
invite you to the historic unveiling of 
one of the most significant statues of our 
time - suffragist, Millicent Fawcett. 

“Hers will be the first ever statue of a 
woman in Parliament Square, and the 
first ever statue there to be created by a 
woman artist, Gillian Wearing OBE.

A residential special school 
in Worcester Park has 
achieved the fantastic result 
of Ofsted “outstanding”. 

Linden Bridge School, in 
Grafton Road, teaches young 
people with autism and/or 
other communication issues 
aged between four and 19. 

It got the top rating because 
pupils “enjoy exceptionally 
positive experiences” and 
“receive high-quality sup¬ 
port from caring, attentive 
and qualified staff”, accord¬ 
ing to the report published in 
March. 

As an example of the good 
work made changing pupils’ 
lives, the report said: “One 
young person used to be a 
persistent school refuser. 

“This school has had a 
transformative effect on his 
life. He has made excellent 
progress in his learning and

other aspects of his life. 

“He is now showing higher 
functioning skills and is pre¬ 
paring to move to another 
school that is more suited to 
his capabilities.” 

Several parents also told 
the inspector that the school 
helped their children develop 
“beyond their expectations”, 
for instance one said their 
child has a friend for the first 
time in their life. 


All children inter¬ 
viewed told the inspector 
they loved staying at the 
school. 

Students aged 10 to 19 years 
board in flats on the first 
floor of an annex to the main 
school building. 

It’s a small school - the 
maximum residential capac¬ 
ity is 16 places at a time. 

The Ofsted report was pub¬ 
lished on March 12.

I ‘m sure that everyone who read 
the recent article in the Sutton 
Guardian of a Carshalton family 
raising £80,000 to fund the 
treatment to restore their three 
year old son’s hearing would 
welcome that news (see 
suttonguardian.co.uk/news). 

However, it was disgusting 
that they’d been denied help in 
the first place. 

Unfortunately, this is not an 
isolated incident, and because of 
the continuing dismantling of 
our health service, this will 
become much more common. 

NHS England are overseeing 


the so-called STP (Sustainability 
and Transformation 
Partnerships). 

Put simply, this is a vast 
nationwide health cuts 
programme. Local Clinical 
Commissioning Groups (CCG’s) 
are implementing these 
controversial measures, and 
local hospital trusts are playing 
their part by withdrawing 
crucial services, closing 
departments, reducing beds, 
mergers, and sometimes hospital 
closures.

Green thumbs at Epsom’s big¬ 
gest allotment plot gathered to 
protest new parking restrictions. 

There are 260 plots at Alexan¬ 
dra Allotments, in Alexandra 
Road, and now those who rent 
them have almost nowhere to 
park. 

New Residents Parking Zones 
border most of the site and intro¬ 
duced double yellow lines mean 
that the few spaces once avail¬ 
able are now illegal. 

Spokesperson allotment hold¬ 
er, Julie Morris, claims no-one 
considered the effects the new 
restrictions would have on allot¬ 
ment holders. 

She said: “Most of us have a 
real dilemma as to where to park. 
Everyone is passing the buck. 

“The local councillor who 
came to our meeting had no idea 
where the boundaries of the new 
zones were. 

“The county councillor who 
signed off the new yellow line 
restrictions claims it wasn’t her 
idea and has not replied to a 
single communication from us 
about the issue. 


“What’s quite obvious is that 
no-one considered the needs 
of allotment holders and none 
of these councillors, who are 
supposed to represent us, will 
say ‘hands up, sorry, we got it 
wrong’.” 

Ms Morris added that if there’s 
nowhere to park people who have 
to bring tools and equipment to 
the site just won’t bother to con¬ 
tinue. According to allotment 
holders, if occupancy reduces 
(Alexandra is currently 93 per 
cent) then it becomes a target for 
development. 

“Some kind of permit scheme 
for allotment holders was dis¬ 
cussed, but it’s a nightmare to ad¬ 
minister, open to abuse and there 
would be cost for permits,” said 


Ms Morris. 

The protest group plans to at¬ 
tend the next meeting of the Lo¬ 
cal Committee in June to make 
their feelings known. 

Failing that, they will be peti¬ 
tioning to get the lines removed. 

Ms Morris said: “We won’t 
give up, however long it takes. 
We want the lines against the al¬ 
lotment boundary removed com¬ 
pletely”. 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said: “We’ve put in 
double yellow lines in Bridle 
Road to help reduce obstructive 
parking and improve access - a 
public consultation was carried 
out last summer and we’ll con¬ 
tinue to listen to residents’ feed¬ 
back.”

comes to Richmond Theatre next month...

In Agatha Christie there’s always a mystery to be solved, 
isn’t there? In her stories and plays, somebody is done away 
with and the task - which usually falls to a sleuth - is to 
work out whodunit. In Love From a Stranger many of the 
familiar elements of a Christie mystery are absent, which 
makes it all the most mystifying. So, it will be a different 
experience for audiences enjoying a touring production 
of the play. 

The play initially seems to be a drawing room comedy 
featuring that reliable staple, a meddling spinster aunt. Two 
young women have won a huge sum in the sweepstake. 
Mavis plans to travel, while Cecily is finally free to marry her 
slightly dull fiance, who is expected back from his 
administrative job in the Sudan. So, they are letting their flat 

But then a strange man, introducing himself as Bruce 
Lovell, comes to inspect it Cecily instantly falls for him, the 
fiance is swiftly ditched, and by the next scene Cecily and 
Bruce are man and wife and settling in a remote corner of 
the countryside. The rest of the play is occupied by one 
overarching question: how much of a mistake will the 
marriage turn out to be? 

Lucy Bailey, the theatre director who has had many 
successes with the Royal Shakespeare Company and 
Shakespeare’s Globe, had not heard of the play when she 
was first approached by the theatrical production company 
Fiery Angel about staging something by Agatha Christie. 

They offered her a couple of options. “What attracted 
me was the dark undercurrents and how relevant it is, how 


we don’t know people and what erotic addiction and 
compulsion blinds us in our lives. The successful liar is what’s 
so fascinating to Christie. The story could happen any time. 
We are updating it to the late fifties, but it could be set now. 
People go with their lovers to isolated places to have a 
romance. It absolutely is current” 

The play actually started out as a short story. “Philomel 
Cottage” was published in 1934 as part of the collection 
The Listerdale Mystery. Agatha Christie wrote a theatre 
adaptation which was not performed and then Frank 
Vosper, a rising star of the stage and screen, spied a great 
lead role for himself and worked up a sharper version. 

It was a hit in the West End in 193 6, then had a shorter 
run in New York. Alas, on the ocean liner home in March 
1937, Vosper contrived one night to topple through a 
porthole and drown in the Atlantic. An open verdict was 
returned at the inquest. 

While sundry radio and film versions followed, Love 
From a Stranger has rather fallen into obscurity. If you 
discount the remarkable endurance record of The 
Mousetrap, for a long time the same has been true of 
Christie’s standing as a dramatist. 

Then last year Lucy Bailey had a breakthrough. Her 
production of Witness for the Prosecution opened in the 
atmospheric setting of the London County Hall chamber. 
Hailed by critics, her site-specific staging is still luring rapt 
audiences to the south bank of the Thames. 

“What Lucy has done with Witness has opened up the 


eyes of the theatre world,” says James Prichard, the 
author’s great grandson who remembers his great 
grandmother as a kindly old woman who died when he was 
still in short trousers. He took over the running of Agatha 
Christie Ltd from his father Mathew in 2015. 

“There is now an air of confidence that modern 
audiences will enjoy these brilliant productions,” he 
continues. “Five years ago all you heard about was Sherlock 
and we were saying, ‘What do we have to do?’ Agatha 
Christie is having a moment and the respect for her work is 
coming back in a way I don’t think I’ve experienced. I’ve 
spent quite a lot of my lifetime apologising for her. But there 
is a reappraisal.” 

That reappraisal has been driven by some starry 
television adaptations over the last few years: the BBC’s 
Christmas adaptations of And Then There Were None and 
Witness for the Prosecution, and the recently broadcast 
new version of Ordeal By Innocence. And then there was 
the stellar new film version of Murder on the Orient 
Express, directed by and starring an elaborately 
moustachioed Kenneth Branagh. They looked very different 
from all those Poirot dramas starring David Suchet. 

“The Poirot series was an extraordinary thing for 20,25 
years,” says Prichard. “But what the end of that and the 
Marple series allowed us to do was try something else.” Not 
everything has worked. In 2015 audiences didn’t take to the 
BBC’s rather too perky Partners in Crime series starring 
David Walliams and Jessica Raine. 


Love From a Stranger comes from the other end of the 
spectrum. To research it, and find her way around the 
labyrinth of psychopathy, Lucy Bailey immersed herself in 
the grizzliest literature and the most gruesome films and TV 
dramas. “The way Agatha Christie explores the mind of 
someone who has the capacity to deceive is truly exciting,” 
she says. “She must have done so much reading about it. I 
don’t know how she did it.” 

So how did she do it? “She was incredibly interested in 
people,” says James Prichard. “If she was in a restaurant she 
would be listening to every conversation around her. She 
has an incredibly unfair reputation for creating cardboard 
cut-out characters. She realised what makes people tick. She 
explored it to the extremes. In her view all of us could really 
be a murderer. What she’s exploring is what tips people to 
that point. 

“I refer to her as a genius because I think she was one. 
We’ve got recordings of her dictating the books. It’s like an 
audiobook. She could speak these books fully formed from 
her head without pausing, without making mistakes.” 

In other words, she was the Mozart of murder. But with 
this gripping drama she keeps audiences guessing. Bailey’s 
prediction is that “audiences go to the pub talking about it” 
Love From a Stranger is not a whodunit, but a 
whodunwhat.

THE GUERNSEY LITERARY AND POTATO PEEL PIE 
SOCIETY (12A): In 1994, love was all around director 
Mike Newell as he shepherded potty-mouthed romantic 
comedy Four Weddings And A Funeral to a trio of coveted 
Baftas - including Best Film - and two Oscar nominations. 
That loving feeling persists in The Guernsey Literary And 
Potato Peel Pie Society, a cumbersome title for a sweep¬ 
ing tale of self-sacrifice, based on the posthumously pub¬ 
lished novel by Mary Ann Shaffer and Annie Barrows. Set 
predominantly on the island during and after the Second 
World War, Newell’s chocolate box romance was filmed 
in picturesque Devon and is laden with emotional soft 
centres to guarantee swoons of satisfaction. Kate Win¬ 
slet was originally attached as the film’s plucky heroine 
but the luminous Lily James now casts a warm glow as 
one point of a tantalising love triangle that provides the 
framework for a grim history lesson peppered with heart¬ 
ache. The script cuts back and forth between 1941 and 
1946 in order to conceal twists in the plot, evoking the era 
with impeccable period design. Sterling support led by 
the majestic Dame Penelope Wilton plucks heartstrings 
without resorting to shameless emotional manipulation. 
THE LEISURE SEEKER (15): More than 25 years af¬ 
ter they last shared the big screen, Dame Helen Mirren 
and Donald Sutherland reunite for a bittersweet journey 
of self-discovery in The Leisure Seeker. Director Paolo 
Virzi’s comical road trip is an affectionate character study 
of fleeting and uneven pleasures, principally the fizzing 
screen chemistry between the lead actors. The script 
is punctuated by deeply touching moments including a 
memorable sex scene, but the tone grinds through gears 
almost as nosily as the vintage camper van that conveys 
an ageing couple on their cross-country odyssey. Po¬ 
tentially meaty subplots are introduced then completely 
waylaid, or resolved messily without an emotional punch¬ 
line. A long-running argument about the wife’s enduring 
affection for one old flame sparks a ludicrous narrative 
detour to a care home that is the dictionary definition of 
anticlimax. Were it not for Mirren and Sutherland’s com¬ 
mitment, and their ability to tease out lightness and shade 
in bickering spouses, the picture would splutter to a halt 
in a mushroom cloud of exhaust fumes and missed op¬ 


portunities. 

RAMPAGE (12A): If any proof were needed of humanity’s 
hubris, look no further than Rampage. 

Hundreds of men and women, including four scriptwrit¬ 
ers and an army of special effects wizards, invested thou¬ 
sands of hours of sweat and tears in this outlandish ac¬ 
tion-packed fantasy adventure based on a popular 1980s 
video game. The result is a chest-beating behemoth of a 
blockbuster with no soul, wit, warmth or sincerity, which 
lumbers from the risible to the yawn-inducingly improb¬ 
able without pausing for breath for such basic concerns 
as logic, characterisation or depth. The ineptitude of Brad 
Peyton’s film is remarkable, eliciting peals of unintentional 
laughter with its clumsy dialogue and ham-fisted attempts 
to create a touching bond between muscular lead star 
Dwayne Johnson and a digitally rendered ape. Dizzying 
action sequences, saturated to choking with computer 
trickery, pummel us into weary submission and demand 
no emotional response. 

TRUTH OR DARE (15): Truth Or Dare deals from the 
same deck as the Final Destination films, conjuring a 
malevolent force that targets high school students in a 
predetermined order and punishes those who refuse to 
abide by the rules with a suitably grisly demise involving a 
seemingly benign inanimate object. The four scriptwriters 
dust off hoary cliches in their pursuit of scares and pep¬ 
per dialogue with sassy one-liners that speak to a genera¬ 
tion which consumes media 24 hours a day on multiple 
devices. Thus, when one girl tries to rebuild bridges with 
her best friend, she casually throws a Whatever Hap¬ 
pened To Baby Jane? reference into her conciliatory 
opening gambit: “I know things have been a little Bette 
and Joan between us...” Predictability haunts every frame 
and white-knuckle scares are exorcised before com¬ 
poser Matthew Margeson’s heavy-handed score cranks 
up the volume. In truth, director Jeff Wadlow’s film is 
mildly diverting but instantly forgettable. I dare you to 
disagree. 

LOVE, SIMON (12A): Finally. After decades of main¬ 
stream Hollywood marginalising gay characters to pe¬ 
ripheral roles as the best friend or confidant, Love, Simon 
walks quietly yet proudly out of the closet and reassures 


the target teenage audience that everyone can be the 
hero of a glossy love story, regardless of sexual orien¬ 
tation. Based on the young adult novel Simon Vs The 
Homo Sapiens Agenda by Becky Albertalli, director Greg 
Berlanti’s unabashedly feel-good comedy drama places 
the central character’s internal angst under a glitterball 
without sacrificing goofy supporting characters, tears 
or reconciliations. Nick Robinson imbues his tormented 
teen with sweetness, vulnerability and resolve, so he re¬ 
mains sympathetic even when his actions are reprehen¬ 
sible, and Jennifer Garner and Josh Duhamel are gifted 
key scenes laced with parental pride and understanding. 
Choice one-liners are reserved for Natasha Rothwell’s 
spunky drama teacher, who performs a pitch-perfect 
takedown of homophobic bullies in the school canteen. 
Berlanti builds towards a gushing romantic grandstand 
finish that should inspire goofy grins, tears and even 
smatterings of applause. 


A QUIET PLACE (15): Silence is golden - and imperative 
for survival - in John Krasinski’s nerve-shredding horror 
thriller about a family battling against sightless otherworld¬ 
ly creatures, which hunt by sound. A single sneeze or 
cough could be fatal, and the lean, propulsive script co¬ 
written by Bryan Woods, Scott Beck and Krasinski takes 
sadistic delight in prickling our discomfort until we’re 
ready to scream on the characters’ behalf. In the open¬ 
ing hour, A Quiet Place is a masterclass in old-fashioned 
scares and suspense, including a horrific scene with a 
nail protruding from a wooden basement staircase, which 
begs to be glimpsed through trembling fingers. The film’s 
logic frays in places - it’s unlikely a mattress would keep 
the beasties at bay and the family’s newborn conveniently 
slumbers through some of the tensest exchanges without 
a single giveaway gurgle. However, it’s impossible not to 
be held in a vice-like grip by the characters’ white-knuckle 
ordeal. Don’t speak, don’t breathe, and pray. Silently.

There were 43 per cent more new properties 
listed for sale than in March last year 
according to online agency HouseSimple, 
which monitors the market in 100 major 
towns and cities across the UK. 

It says some 67,931 new properties were 
marketed by agents in these towns during 
March 2018, compared to just 47,413 in 
March 2017. 

Also, last year, the number of new 
properties listed in March actually fell 

27.7 per cent compared to February, partly 
because of uncertainty caused 

by the triggering of Brexit's Article 
50 which occurred that month. 

However, across the 100 towns and cities 
analysed, it was almost a 50:50 split between 
towns that saw an increase in new sellers 
putting their homes on the market in March 
and those towns where new seller numbers 
fell last month. 

Chichester saw the biggest uplift in 
new property listings in March, up 47.1 per 
cent on February; Durham and Bootle saw 
property supply up 32.9 per cent 
and 29.4 per cent respectively. 

But three towns in the north west - 
Rochdale (down 26.3 per cent), Sale (down 

23.7 per cent) and Lancaster (down 21.6 per

cent), saw new seller numbers fall by at 
least a fifth last month. 

In London, new property listings were 
up slightly on the UK average, with supply 
rising 4.4 per cent in March compared to 
February. Newham saw the most dramatic 
rise in listings last month, with new sellers 
up 45.1 percent. 

"Although the early spring market was 
disrupted by some pretty awful 
in March, the next couple of 


are set to be a very busy period. 

Saying that, we still saw quite a few 
opportunistic sellers marketing last 
month hoping to steal a march on the 
competition and secure a sale while fewer 
properties were being listed" explains 


Mitchell, HouseSimple chief executive. 

"Seller activity has already picked up 
noticeably since Easter, and in the current 
Buyers' market, the successful seller will be the 
one who stands out from the crowd; 
whether that's pricing their 
realistically or offering a 
superior product to the 
market."

NEW CAR REVIEW: MG GS 
By Jonathan Crouch 

Crossovers now come in all 
shapes and sizes but if you 
want one capable of taking the 
family-something Qashqai-sized 
-then typically, you’re looking at 
having to find around £20,000 
to get it new. If any brand could 
substantially reduce the asking 
fee necessary to get one of these 
kinds of cars in your driveway, 
they’d have a strong proposition 
to offer. Well MG has done just 
that with this GS model, arguably 
its most credible car yet. 

To start with, only one engine 
is on offer here, a 1.5-litre turbo 
petrol unit with 164bhp - a little 
more poke than you might expect 
from a car at this price point, 
especially as the poke comes in 
concert with a useful 250Nm of 
torque. Small to medium caravans 
and trailers of up to 1,750kg in 
weight should be no problem. 

Of course, if you are thinking of 
towing, you’d probably prefer 
it if MG offered a diesel or a 
bigger-capacity petrol alternative. 
Apparently the 1.9-litre diesel 
from the MG6 will fit beneath the 


bonnet - and in other markets, 
there’s a 2.0-litre turbo petrol 
engine option. On these shores 
though for the time being, we’ll 
need to be satisfied with the 1.5. 

You do at least get a choice 
of transmissions - a manual or a 
dual-clutch DCT unit that doesn’t 
decimate your economy figures. 
With the rather long-throw stick 
shift, rest to 62mph takes a 
reasonable 9.6s. You shouldn’t 
be disappointed by the neutral 
forgiving handling and bodyroll 
is well controlled. It is necessary 
though, to work the little motor 
quite vigorously to maintain eager 
forward momentum in the lower 
reaches of the rev range. 

Most will probably think the 
swoopy looks of the GS to be 
quite appealing - which should 
get customers to take interest 
in the showroom. Alloy wheels 
of at least 17-inches in size are 
standard across the range, as 
is a sporty rear spoiler. Inside, a 
few more of MG’s budget origins 
become obvious when it comes to 
the quality of some of the plastics 
used - but hey, look at what 
you’re paying. And check out the 
equipment too. Spec up a rival 


to this level and you’d be paying 
thousands more. 

The GS is quite practical too. 
The boot is bigger than you’d 
get in, say, a Nissan Qashqai, 
though its aperture does narrow 
around the edges. And there’s 


plenty of space for folk in the 
rear, though the level of the floor 
is a little high. From mid-range 
spec, you can adjust the backrest 
angle of the rear seat for greater 
comfort on longer journeys and 
the top ‘Exclusive’ model comes 


with full leather upholstery, which 
certainly lifts the cabin a bit. 

Approach the GS with 
expectations in line with the 
prices being asked and you won’t 
be disappointed by what it offers. 


There’s a package of space, 
equipment and performance 
here that would cost substantially 
more from directly comparable 
Qashqai-sized Crossover rivals. 
Yes, some of these may feel a 
little more polished inside but 
the gulf in quality between these 
brands and MG isn’t what it 
once was. 

In short, here’s a family car 
with a bit of style to it that could 
make a lot of sense for the right 
kind of buyer.
